The defendant pleads not guilty to 
the charge in the indictment, and the 
law presumes that she js innocent, 
and she cannot be lawfully convicted 
until this presumption of innocence is 
overcome by the proof and her guilt 
established beyond a_ reasonable 
doubt. 

_By reasonable doubt {s meant 
honest misgiving on your part as to 
the guilt of the defendant, springing 
up out of the proof in the case, which 
reason entertains and sanctions as u 
Substantial doubt of guilt. It is a 
rule of the criminal law that the guilt 
of the accused must be fully proved. 
No weight of evidence is sufficfent for 
the purpose unless it generates full 
belief of the fact to the exclusion of 
all reasonable doubt. 

The charge of murder in the first de- 
gree embraces a charge of murder in 
the second degree manslaughter, vol- 
untary and involuntary, and 
and battery and an assault.

_Here the judge explained .#he rules of 


“The jury will observe from. the 
definition of murder as given, that a 
person to be gui:ty of this crime must 
be of sound memory and discretion, 
and-no person can be guilty of murder 
who has not sufficient discretion or 
discernment to distinguish between 
good and evil, and who ‘has no con- 
sciousness of doing wrong. The law 
presumes every person ‘to have sound 
memory and discretion... It is not in- 
cumbent upon the state, therefore, to 
make any proof that a person charged 
with a criminal offense is sane. The 
burden of proof is, therefore, upon the 
defendant to sustain the plea of in- 
sanity. If the proof in the case shows 
that at the time of the killing the de- 
fendant was insane and incapable of 
conm'mitting any crime, or that she 
was unconscious of what she did, or 
that she did not have sufficient discre- 
tion or discernment to distinguish be- 


evidence adopicd in this state which. cor- 
responds with the rules in most of the 
States in cases of murder.

The insanity which 
from punishment a person who 
mits a homicide consists in such 
depraved and deranged. condition 
the menta] and moral facu.ties as 
to render thim or her incapable of dis- 
tinguishing between right and wrong 
with respect to the particular act and 
therefore unconscious of its criminal 
nature. The insanity and the act of 
killing must be connected and the kill- 
the offspring of the in- 
sanity. If the defendant knew the 
act to be wrong it is no excuse tha: 
she was driven to it by an irresistible 
emotion; neither is it an #xcuse that 
the reason was temporaily dethroned 
merely by passion or revenge or uncon- 
trollable frenzy. 

The jury are the exclusive judges of 
the evidence, of its weight and its suf- 
ficiency, and of the credibiiity of the 
witnesses. The jury are also the 
judges of the law as it applies to the 
fact: as before stated ‘they are the 
exclusive judges of the fact; but in 
making up their verdict they are to 
consider the law in connection with 
the facts, but the court is the proper 
source from which they are to get the 
law, In other words, they are the 
judges of the law as well as the facts 
under the direction of the court. The 
language of the court as just used is 
the language of the circuit judge in 
a case of Dale vs. the state, reported 
in tenth Verger, (Tennessee reports) 
vyhich the supreme court of Tennessee 
approved as a correct charge in that 
case and the Da.e case was reaffirmed 
and again by the supreme court.

The address delivered by I. F. Culver, 
of Alabama, replying to the welcome 
from the governor's representative, was 
happily celved by the commissioners, 
and the large delegation of state chem- 
ists and professors in the state agricul- 
tural colleges. President Stevens then 
delivered ‘his annual address. At the out- 
set he said: : 

“For years the farmers 
have been drifting into a condition of 
bankruptcy and demoralization, greatly 
to their own hurt and to the detriment 
of the common welfare. This is not due to 
sterility of soil nor to unfavorable cli- 
matic condftions. Nature has not done 
moré for any section than for the cot- 
tén states; nor is it altogether fair to 
lay the fault of failure to our people, 
for as a chass, they have worked 
industriously, in and out of season, but 
they have not worked with any fixed pur- 
pose of permanent benefit in the end. 

“I have for years been urging the 
farmers of Georgia to reverse their meth- 
ods if they would escape the conditions 
which have resulted from a lack of di- 
versification in planting their crops. The 
salvation of the people depends upon 
rural independence; by living at home anda 
raising home supplies; by cutting off im- 
ports and increasing exports; and I urge 
upon each of you, ‘the commissioners of 
the cotton growing states, to call upon 
your people to change their methods ot 
farming.

The Slater-Armstrong Memorial Trades 
buliding is the largest building on the 
Tuskegee institute grounds and stands 
between the agricultural building and the 
new chapel.

The outside measure- 
ments are 283x300 feet, the main or cen- 
tral portion being two stories high, the 
Wings one story.

The white citizens of our town are not 
alarmed, as fit has never yet attacked a 
decent white person.

Building Committee Fails To Agree on 
Material. 


BOARD MEETS TOMORROW 


Chairman Rosser Issued Call Imme- 
diately After Session Yesterday. 


QUESTION WILL BE SETTLED THEN 


Committee Held a Lengthy Meeting 
and Investigated Specimens of 
Stone for Various Quarries. 


For two hours yesterday morning the 
building committee of the board of coun- 
ty commissioners discussed the question 
of the kind of granite ttc be used in the 
eonstruction of the new courthouse an- 
nex, but failing to decide the matter, a 
Special meeting of the entire board has 
been called by Chairmaa E. B. Rosser 
for Friday morning at 11 o'clock. At that 
time the commissioners will settle this 
Vital question. 

A number of specimens of _ granite, 
both from the Stone Mountain and Li- 
thonia quarries, were submitted for the 
consideration of the committee and sev- 
eral representatives of quarries at these 


places Were present during the session. 


The entire meeting was open, although 


It was suggested that a short executiyo~* 


session might facilitate matters consid- 
erably. 

Commissioners Anderson and Rosser 
were in favor of using the Venable gran- 
ite, Commissioner Anderson stating that 
he was familiar with fhis stone and the 
test which it had been subjected to by the 
government. Commissioner Rosser favor- 
ed the stone, but urged that the entire 
cost of the annex as constructed of gran- 
ite, submitted for the oolitic limestone, 
should not exceed $110,500. . 

Messrs, Gude & Walker, the contractors, 
had swbmitted a proposition that’ the 
work could be done for $111,000, includ- 
ing the erection ofthe rear pavilion of 
granite, In the original bid the con- 
tractors agreed that if the rear »avilion 
Was constructed of brick they would 
deduct $2,000 from the cost. 

Commissioner Forrest Adair favored 
the use of granite in the construction of 
the rear pavilion, but was not in favor of 
restricting the contractors to the stone 
of any purticular quarry. He was of the 
opinion that this, should be left open, so 
as to permit Messrs. Gude & Walker to 
selecit the stone that they considered pest 
Suited for their use, 

The various specimens submitted from 
the Venable, Veal and Lithonia quarries 
Were examined, and a disc ission ensued 
as to the merits and demerits of the 
stone. Commissioner Anderson then 
Suggested that the committee go into 
executive session in order to arrive at 
some conclusion regarding the matter, 
but the other committeemen favored is- 
cussion of the question in the presence 
of the parties interested. 


Resolutions Were Lost. 

With a view to settling the 
Commissioner Anderson 
following resolutions: 

1, That granite be submitted for lime- 
stone, and that such stone also be placed 
in the rear the pavilion, as originally 
contemplated in the plans of said annex. 

2. That the Stone Mountain granite, 
known as the Venable granite, as per 
sample submitted, which should remain 
in the office of the cimmissioners, be ac- 
cepted upon terms as to cost hereinafter 
stated, 

3,That Gude & Walker’s proposition 
to substitute the Venable granite, includ- 
ing the rear pavilion, at a price that will 
cause the entire cost of the annex to be 
$111,000,. be accepted.

The Day’s Trade in Stocks Reviewed. 


By Private Wire to Talbott & Palmer. 

New York, January 10.—The following is 
from The New York Sun: 

‘The stock market movements today were 
again confused and so in some instances vio- 
lent. Shortly after the noon hour 5ugar, in 
which the morning's fluctuations had been 
very wide, broke abruptly and violently, and 
the decline in this instance effectually unset- 
tled the remainder of the market. The loss 
in Sugar followed directly upon the state- 
ments made by President Havemeyer in his 
annual report to the stockholders. The same 
did not strike Wall street favorably, and they 
did not lose sight of the fact that at the 
last annual meeting of the stockholders, reso- 
lutions were adopted which apeared to threat- 
en the integrity of the company’s dividends 
with even more directness than Mr. Have- 
meyer’s remarks today. The particular weak- 
ness ef Atchison preferred was unaccompa- 
nied by any special explanation, and it seems 
to reflect aggressive operations for the short 
account. Similar onerations were ccnducted 
with considerable vigor throughout the gen- 
eral market, and they were presumably based 
on the theory that the patience and margins 
of speculative holders cf stocks would be 
finally exhausted by the slow progress and 
many disappointments of the South African 
war.’

of 212 degrees Fahrenheit. The albuminoids, 
or protein, ere found by estimating the per- 
centage of nitrogen and multiplying this by 
6.25. The albuminoids are so called 
cause they resemble n their chemical charac- 
ter albumen or white of an egg. They are also 
krown as protein, and constitute a very im- 
pcertant element of the wheat. When assimi- 
lated by the bocy they make lean meat or :aus- 
cle, and nourish the blood. The albuminpiuds, 
or protein, are the most valuable. and cxpen- 
sive constitunts of our food. -
